Dr. Seymour illuslralcd llie-condilons in loo many 
homes by Idling how working and school hours in loo many 
instances prevent the members of the family from taking ail 
of their.meals together, 
The'father.eats an early breakfast 


and rushes away lo work. The children eal later and go lo 


..school. 
At.noon Iheyida.not all eat at the same lime, and 


- a f t e r the'evening meal llicre is a general scattering lo (he 


clubs, Ihe movies and other attractions lo which they give 
their attention, with the result that very liltle of the lime is he 
family all together. 


We all know that such conditions prevail in unnumbered 


households. 
To some extent this is unavoidable under the 


conditions of modern life in the cities and towns, and yet llicre 
could be improvement if the. desire for it were sufficiently 
strong. The trouble is (hat too many people have fallen inlo 
Ihe habit of regarding Ihe home as little more than a lodging 
and boarding house, and. have forgotten what the word, 
"Home1" really'should mean. 


It is impossible for people in populous centers to live as did 


their forefathers on Ihe farms in the "good old days," nor is il 
necessary lhal they should. 
But that family life should be 


more nearly,ideal than it is in these days is beyond all question. 


As a rule (here is too little companionship between parents 


and (heir children, a social force which when properly exer- 
cised is one oft he most powerful and beneficial in Ihe world. 
But iii the place'of such Companionship we now have Ihe 
clubs and lodges for (he parents and attractions of various 
kinds for. the. younger members, of. I he family, with the result 
that they have little lime to spend together in the family circle. 
' il has been said thai the cure for (he evils of democracy is 
more democracy, but the cure for the evil in question—for it is 
an evil and a glaring one—is not to be found in more of the 
same thing, as too many seem prone lo believe. There is con- 
sequently a continuous multiplication of organizations for the 
young and the old, all calling the families away from home 
and robbing them of the domestic quiet.and-fellowship lo 
which Ihey are rightfully entitled. 


•Tlieievil will prove difficult lo euro. 
It may never be cured, 


but il is well thai observant persons who appreciate the situa- 
tion should begin to exert their influence in the interest of a 
Ifeller and truer home life than is now lo be found in many 
.of Ihe so-called "homes" of (he country.
